Although  the  Boston  entry  in  the 
League  is  now  in  its  82nd  season,  the 
nickname  wasn’t  adopted  until  1907. 
was  known  as  the  Pilgrims  in  those  days  and 
played  their  games  at  the  Huntington  Ave. 
grounds  where  Northeastern  U.  now  stands. 
Fenway  Park  opened  in  1912  and  was  recon¬ 
structed  in  1934  by  the  late  Tom  Yawkey  dur¬ 
ing  his  first  year  of  ownership. 

Over  26  million  fans  have  attended  games  in 
Fenway  Park  in  the  last  15  years  and  during 
that  span  the  Red  Sox  have  been  the  only 
major  league  team  to  have  a  winning  record 
every  single  season.  In  1981  the  Red  Sox  were 
an  exciting,  come-from-behind  team  under  the 
astute  direction  of  Manager  Ralph  Houk,  and 
were  in  the  Eastern  Division  race  until  the  final 
weekend.  In  1967  and  1975  American  League 
championships  were  won  and  classic  World 
Series  followed  against  St.  Louis  and  Cincin¬ 
nati. 

The  rich  tradition  of  the  Red  Sox  and  Fen¬ 
way  Park  has  been  enhanced  by  the  many  out¬ 
standing  players  who  have  performed 
here— from  Cy  Young,  Babe  Ruth,  Jimmie 
Foxx,  Ted  Williams  and  Carl  Yastrzemski  to

Now  in  his  sixth  year  with  the  Red  Sox  Walter  has  built  a  solid  reputation  as  one  of  baseball’s 
top  young  coaches.  In  addition  to  his  bullpen  coaching  duties  he  works  on  hitting  techniques 
with  several  of  the  Sox  and  has  won  acclaim  for  his  methods.  He’s  recognized  as  one  of  thp  bes 
batting  practice  pitchers  in  the  game  and  is  a  keen  student  of  overall  strategy. 

Before  joining  the  Red  Sox  in  1 977  Hriniak  put  in  1 6  years  as  a  player,  coach  and  minor  league 
manager.  He  managed  Montreal’s  rookie  team  at  Lethbridge,  Alb.,  Can.  in  the  Pioneer  League 
in  1 976  after  starting  the  year  as  a  coach  with  Denver.  In  1 974-75  he  was  first  base  coach  with  the 
Expos,  following  two  years  as  manager  of  their  Jamestown  team  in  the  NYP  League. 

Hriniak  signed  a  reported  $50,000  contract  with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  in  1961  after  an  out¬ 
standing  career  at  Natick,  Mass.  H.S.  He  was  an  All  Scholastic  choice  as  a  shortstop,  footbal 
quarterback  and  hockey  center.  His  13-year  pro  playing  career  included  two  years  with  the 
Braves  and  Padres  as  a  catcher  in  1968-69.

The  Red  Sox  had  a  much-improved  pitching  staff  in  1981  and  much  of  the  credit  went  to 
Stange.  He  was  selected  by  Ralph  Houk  to  be  pitching  coach  in  Nov.  1981  after  a  six-year 
absence  from  the  Red  Sox  major  league  staff.  He  rejoined  the  Sox  in  1980  as  a  minor  league 
pitching  instructor  on  the  Triple  A  and  Double  A  levels  and  served  as  a  West  Coast  scout. 

“Stinger"  ended  a  10-year  major  league  career  in  1970  and  was  the  Red  Sox  minor  league 
pitching  coach  in  1 971  before  moving  up  to  the  club’s  major  league  staff  in  1 972-74.  He  held  the 
same  position  with  the  Twins  in  1975  and  then  joined  the  Oakland  organization  in  1976  as  a 
minor  league  instructor.  He  was  the  A’s  pitching  coach  1977-79  and  helped  develop  the  young 
pitching  staff  that  became  one  of  the  A.L.’s  best  in  1980-81 . 

Stange  had  a  62-61  major  league  record  with  the  Twins,  Indians,  Red  Sox  and  White  Sox.  He 
came  to  Boston  6/2/66  from  the  Indians  with  pitcher  Don  McMahon  for  Dick  Radatz.  He  was  8-1 0 
with  a  2.77  ERA  (best  on  the  team)  during  the  1967  pennant-winning  season  and  the  Sox  best 
reliever  in  1 968  with  5  wins  and  1 1  saves  in  50  games.  On  6/29/70  he  was  sold  to  the  White  Sox. 
"Stinger"  was  All  State  in  baseball  and  All  Chicago  in  basketball  at  Proviso  Township  H.S.  He 
was  also  a  football  quarterback  and  teammate  of  former  NFL  star  Ray  Nitschke,  and  went  to 
Drake  U.  on  a  football  scholarship.  On  9/2/64  he  tied  the  M.L.  record  of  4  strikeouts  in  one  inning 
for  the  Indians.

Harper  is  in  his  third  year  as  the  club’s  first  base  coach  and  base-running  instructor.  He  spent 
the  1 979  season  in  the  Red  Sox  public  relations  office  before  joining  the  coaching  staff.  Tommy 
had  a  1 5-year  major  league  career  with  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  the  Seattle  Pilots,  Milwaukee,  the 
Red  Sox,  California,  Oakland  and  Baltimore  and  then  was  a  scout  and  minor  league  coach  for 
the  Yankees. 

He  started  his  career  with  the  Reds  at  the  end  of  the  1 962  season  and  finished  with  the  Orioles 
in  1 976  In  1 81 0  games  Harper  hit  .257  with  1 46  home  runs  and  408  stolen  bases.  In  1 970  he  hit 
31  home  runs  and  stole  38  bases  for  Milwaukee,  a  feat  accomplished  by  Bobby  Bonds,  Willie 
Mays,  Henry  Aaron  and  Ken  Williams.  He  hit  6  homers  that  year  as  leadoff  batter,  to  tie  for  the 
A.L  record  with  Eddie  Joost  (1948),  Eddie  Yost  (1959)  and  Bert  Campaneris  (1970).  In  1965  he 
led  the  N.L  in  runs  (126)  for  the  Reds  and  in  1969  he  led  the  A.L.  with  73  stolen  bases  for  the 
Pilots  He  played  for  the  Red  Sox  in  1972-74  and  was  the  team's  MVP  in  1973  when  he  led  the 
A  L  with  a  club-record  54  SB’s,  scored  92  runs  and  hit  1 7  homers. 

Harper  starred  in  three  sports  at  Encinal  H.S.  and  Santa  Rosa  College  and  hit  .507  at  San 
Francisco  State  before  signing  with  the  Reds.  He  was  the  MVP  of  the  Three-I  League  in  1961 
and  played  1 B-2B-3B-OF  in  the  majors

Yost  is  highly-regarded  among  baseball  people  for  the  excellent  job  he  does  as  third  base 
coach.  Quick  thinking  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  opposition’s  strengths  and  weaknesses 
are  necessary  ingredients  for  a  successful  third  base  coach,  and  Yost  has  always  demonstrated 
those  attributes.  Eddie  is  in  his  sixth  year  at  that  spot  for  the  Red  Sox  after  doing  likewise  for  the 
Mets,  1968-76  and  Washington  Senators,  1963-67.  He  was  with  the  Mets  in  the  1969  and  1973 
World  Series. 

“The  Walking  Man,"  as  he  was  known  during  his  17-year  major  league  career,  was  an  out¬ 
standing  third  baseman  and  leadoff  hitter.  He  came  from  the  campus  of  New  York  U.  to  the 
Senators  in  1944  and  went  on  to  set  several  records  for  third  basemen.  He  led  the  A.L.  six  times 
in  walks,  had  over  100  walks  eight  times,  scored  over  100  runs  five  times  and  twice  led  the 
league  in  fielding.  He  still  holds  the  A.L.  record  of  28  home  runs  as  leadoff  batter. 

He  was  traded  from  Washington  to  Detroit  in  Dec.  of  1 958  and  was  selected  by  the  Angels  in 
baseball’s  first  expansion  draft,  Dec.  14, 1960.  When  Yost  retired  after  the  1962  season  he  held 
the  major  league  record  for  most  games  at  third  base  (2,008)  and  the  A.L.  marks  for  putouts 
(2,356),  assists  (3,659)  and  chances  (6,015).  He  was  selected  for  the  A.L.  All  Star  team  in  1952 
but  did  not  play.  He  has  a  Master’s  Degree  in  Physical  Education  from  N.Y.U.  and  is  a  member  of 
their  Hall  of  Fame.  On  Nov.  1, 1981  he  was  inducted  into  the  Washington,  D.C.  Hall  of  Stars  and 
his  portrait  was  hung  in  D.C.  Stadium.

For  almost  40  years  Johnny  has  been  associated  with  the  Red  Sox  in  almost  every  phase  of 
the  game,  as  a  player,  coach,  manager,  radio-TV announcer  and  advertising  salesman.  He’s  still 
one  of  the  most  popular  members  of  the  Red  Sox  and  makes  many  off-season  appearances  on 
the  banquet  circuit.  The  Boston  Baseball  Writers  honored  Pesky  with  their  "Good  Guy"  award  at 
the  1982  Jan.  banquet.  He  was  the  first  base  coach  for  five  years  and  then  moved  to  a  dugout 
role  assisting  the  manager  in  1 980  while  continuing  to  be  the  team's  hitting  instructor. 

Johnny  was  an  outstanding  shortstop,  third  baseman  and  all-around  hitter.  He  holds  the  Red 
Sox  records  for  most  hits  by  a  rookie  (205)  and  most  singles  in  a  season  (172)  and  hit  over  . 300 
six  times  in  his  major  league  career.  He  was  the  first  Red  Sox  player  to  have  three  200-hit  years 
(Jim  Rice  is  the  2nd).  After  10  years  with  Boston,  Detroit  and  Washington,  Pesky  coached  under 
Ralph  Houk  in  Denver  in  1 955  and  managed  in  the  Detroit  farm  system  from  1 956  through  1 960 
In  the  mid-1 960’s  he  was  a  coach  for  the  Pirates  and  a  manager  in  their  system  before  joininq  the 
Red  Sox  broadcast  crew  in  1969.  He  spent  six  years  as  part  of  the  radio  and  television  team.  He 
also  managed  Seattle  for  the  Red  Sox  in  1 961-62  before  moving  up  to  the  parent  Boston  team  in 
1 963-64.  He's  tied  for  the  M.L.  record  in  leading  a  league  in  hits  3  straight  years.

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ome  people  said  he’d  be  the  next  Jackie  Jensen,  a  guy 
who’d  walk  into  Fenway  and  move  “The  Wall” 
another  six  inches  towards  Kenmore  Square.  Others 
said  he’d  be  another  Frank  Malzone,  some  even  suggested  a 
righthanded  George  Brett. 

But  when  the  1981  season  was  over,  what  Carney  Lansford 
turned  out  to  be  is  just  such  a  talented,  hard-nosed  player, 
that  he’ll  never  have  to  be  compared  to  anyone  else  again. 
“From  now  on,”  says  teammate  Jerry  Remy,  “when  some 
kid  comes  along  that  they  say  is  ‘a  winning  player,’  they’ll  say 
‘he’s  another  Lansford.’” 

For,  as  much  as  the  individual  honors— the  batting  title, 
Sporting  News  and  wire  service  all  star  teams,  sixth  in  MVP 
voting— rolled  in,  what  the  prize  of  Haywood  Sullivan’s 
mega-deal  with  California  for  Rick  Burleson  turned  out  to  be 
is  a  winner.  “I’ve  played  on  a  division  winner  and  I’ve  played 
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on  a  loser,”  says  the  25-year-old  Lansford,  “and  I  know 
what’s  important  in  this  game.”  Hence  we  saw  him,  in  the 
midst  of  a  fight  for  the  batting  title,  come  up  three  times  in 
September  with  runners  on  second  and  none  out  and  give 
himself  up  with  ground  balls  to  second  base. 

In  contrast,  we  also  saw  one  of  his  competitors  for  the  title, 
Seattle’s  Richie  Zisk,  take  himself  out  of  games  twice  when 
faced  with  Mark  Clear.  “To  my  way  of  thinking,”  says  Lans¬ 
ford,  “you  throw  your  head  in  front  of  a  pitch  to  get  on  base.” 
When  Lansford  was,  in  fact,  beaned  by  California’s  Mike 
Witt  and  was  back  in  the  lineup  four  days  later.  But  then  his 
.336  average  (which  includes  19  game-tying  or  go-ahead 
RBI,  a  .366  average  with  men  on  base  and  .388  with  runners 
in  scoring  position)  was  accomplished  despite  being  sidelined 
four  times  with  injuries.

“People  sometimes  think  I’m  just  being  political  when  I 
say  my  goal  is  to  bring  a  pennant  to  Boston,”  Lansford  says, 
“but  I’m  not.  Sure,  I  have  individual  goals,  like  the  batting 
title  or  a  gold  glove.  But  I  grew  up  in  a  competitive  atmos¬ 
phere.  I’d  always  won.  And  in  1980  when  I  played  on  a  (Cali¬ 
fornia)  team  that  lost  nearly  100  games  and  had  individuals 
having  to  perform  only  for  themselves,  I  knew  that  the  only 
thing  to  play  for  in  this  game  is  to  win.” 

So  it’s  always  been  with  Lansford.  “I  always  knew  he  was 
into  the  game,”  says  his  father,  Tony,  “from  the  first  time  I 
took  him  to  see  one  of  his  brother  Ernie’s  games  at  the  age  of 
four.  Carney  was  the  only  kid  I  ever  saw  who  never  wanted  to 
go  to  the  concessions  stand.  He  stayed  there  and  watched  the 
whole  game,  and  when  he  got  home,  all  he’d  talk  about  was 
the  game.” 
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Tony  Lansford  now  lives  on  a  ranch  in  Oklahoma,  a  ranch 
three  of  his  sons  helped  buy  him  with  their  baseball  bonus 
money.  But  at  the  end  of  World  War  II  he  had  to  move  off  his 
ranch  in  Texas  to  move  to  Santa  Clara,  California  to  take  a  job 
with  the  Libby  Cannery,  where  he  turned  the  Lansford  house 
into  the  town’s  athletic  factory. 

“Baseball  was  the  best  way  I  knew  to  keep  them  off  the 
streets,”  Tony  says.  So  Carney  remembers  “our  household 
being  incredible— always  some  kind  of  game  going  on.  Com¬ 
petitive?  Vicious  might  be  a  better  word.” 

Ernie,  28,  is  the  oldest  of  the  five  sons.  He  was  an  outstand¬ 
ing  high  school  pitcher  until  he  hurt  his  arm.  Then  came 
Gary,  who  is  6-7  and  275  pounds  and  despite  junior  college 
home  run  records  never  got  a  chance  professionally.  Carney 
is  in  the  middle,  followed  by  Phil,  22,  and  Jody,  20. 

While  Carney  was  only  a  third  round  draft  pick  out  of  high 
school,  Phil  and  Jody  were  both  number  ones  by  the  Indians 
and  Padres,  respectively.  Phil  is  now  an  infielder  with 
Toronto’s  Knoxville  club  in  the  Southern  League,  while  Jody 
is  one  of  San  Diego’s  top  prospects  after  hitting  26  homers  in 
the  Texas  League. 

But  Carney  was  always  the  winner.  His  Little  League  team 
made  it  all  the  way  to  the  finals  in  Williamsport,  Pa.,  losing  to 
Taiwan.  He  broke  his  wrist  in  the  semifinals,  but  took  the 
cast  off  so  he  could  play  in  the  finals.  The  rest  of  the  way, 
through  high  school  and  the  minor  leagues  on  to  the  Angels’ 
Divisional  title  in  1979,  he  never  played  on  a  team  that  fin¬ 
ished  lower  than  second. 

“The  Red  Sox  may  not  have  finished  first  or  second  (last 
year),”  he  says,  “but  we  were  in  it  right  down  to  the  last 
weekend.  And  we  had  the  type  of  attitude  it  takes  to  win.  I 
found  out  that  some  of  the  things  I’d  heard  about  the  attitude 
here  were  simply  not  true.” 

What  Lansford  expected  to  find  in  Boston  wasn’t  exactly 
so,  what  Boston  found  in  Lansford  was  a  little  different  than 
what  people  anticipated.  Scouts  and  managers  thought  he 
would  hit  25  to  30  home  runs.  “I’m  not  that  kind  of  hitter,”  he 
explains.  “When  the  trade  was  made,  I  told  myself,  ‘you  can 
hit  25-30  homers  and  hit  .240,  or  hit  .300  and  use  all  of  your 
abilities.’  To  me,  because  I  can  run,  average  and  total  bases 
are  more  important  than  home  runs.” 

“I  had  an  idea  what  I  wanted  to  do,  but  it  wasn’t  until  I  got 
to  spring  training  and  met  Walter  Hriniak  that  I  could  put  it 
into  practice.  Before,  when  I  took  batting  practice,  I  always 
tried  to  hit  the  ball  hard  somewhere.  I’d  make  up  my  mind  to 
hit  the  ball  to  right,  for  instance,  then  get  jammed  if  the  pitch 
was  in  on  me.”

with  the  team.  The  turnstiles  at  base¬ 
ball’s  smallest  park  had  clicked  nearly 
10,400,000  times  during  the  five  years 
of  this  “dynasty”.  But  in  1980  atten¬ 
dance  at  Fenway  Park  dropped  nearly 
20  percent. 

After  the  Red  Sox,  who  trailed  by  just 
five  games  on  Labor  Day  1980,  faded  to 
19  games  off  the  pace  by  the  end  of  the 
campaign,  Haywood  Sullivan,  Buddy 
LeRoux,  and  the  rest  of  the  club’s  brain 
trust  decided  they  could  not  afford  to  go 
any  further,  financially  or  aesthetically, 
with  the  club  as  it  was  currently  struc¬ 
tured.  Although  there  had  been  near- 
misses  in  1977  and  1978,  the  bottom  line 
was  that  the  club  had  not  won  since 
1975.  Changes,  drastic  changes,  had  to 
be  made.

They  were  to  be  baseball’s  new 
dynasty. 

In  1975  the  Red  Sox  had 
ended  Oakland’s  three-year  reign  as 
World  Champions  with  a  three-game 
sweep  in  the  American  League  playoffs. 
No  matter  that  they  lost  the  World  Series 
in  seven  thrilling  games  to  Cincinnati; 
the  Red  Sox  would  be  back,  and  they 
would  win  several  World  Champion¬ 
ships  before  they  were  through. 

But  something  happened  along  the 
way  to  all  those  pennants  and  World 
Series  rings,  and  nobody  can  put  his  fin¬ 
ger  on  exactly  what  the  cause  or  causes 
were.  Some  say  the  pitching  simply 
wasn’t  good  enough.  Some  point  to 
untimely  injuries  to  key  players  and  a 
weak  bench  which  wasn’t  capable  of  fill¬ 
ing  the  voids.  Others  blame  Don  Zim¬ 
mer.  A  few  even  claim  the  Red  Sox  just 
didn’t  have  enough  character  to  win  the 
crucial  games. 

Whatever  the  reasons,  the  Red  Sox 
haven’t  been  back  on  top  since  1975. 
The  young  dynasts  smothered  in  the 
folds  of  purple  robes  too  large  for  them. 

Their  failure  certainly  wasn’t  due  to 
lack  of  individual  talent.  Of  the  10 
players  who  were  regulars  during  most 
of  the  second  half  of  the  ’70s,  eight  made 
the  All-Star  Team  at  least  once.  In  1977 
alone  the  Red  Sox  had  seven  players  on 
the  All-Star  Team.  And  in  the  six  All- 
Star  Games  from  1975-80,  the  Red  Sox 
were  all  long-suffering  American 
League  supporters  had  to  cheer  about  as 
they  accounted  for  all  five  of  their 
squad’s  home  runs  and  drove  in  12  of  the 
A.L.’s  20  runs. 

Few  will  argue  that  during  the  second 
half  of  the  last  decade  the  Red  Sox, 
when  they  were  healthy,  had  the  most 
awesome  everyday  lineup  in  the  league, 
if  not  in  baseball.  On  what  other  team 
could  you  find  a  Butch  Hobson  batting 
eighth  or  ninth  while  socking  30  homers 
and  driving  in  over  100  runs?  Among  the

players  who  were  more  or  less  regulars 
during  all  or  most  of  those  years  there 
were  three  Most  Valuable  Players. 
There  were  two  batting  champions  and 
six  hitters  who  had  batted  .300  in  the 
majors  at  least  once.  There  were  three 
home  run  champions  and  eight  sluggers 
who  had  belted  20  or  more  homers  at 
least  once  —  five  of  them  30  or  more. 
There  were  three  RBI  champions  and 
six  players  who  had  driven  in  100  runs 
one  or  more  times.  Defense?  Six  of  the 
Big  Ten  had  won  Gold  Gloves  for  field¬ 
ing  excellence. 

The  catch  was  keeping  them  all 
healthy  for  162  games.  In  1977  and  1978 
the  regular  lineup  was  on  the  field  at  the 
same  time  for  less  than  one-quarter  of 
the  schedule.  In  1979  they  were  together 
for  exactly  three  games. 

By  the  end  of  the  decade  Red  Sox  fans 
had  started  to  become  disenchanted

BILLY 

GOODMA 

Red  Sox  infielder-outfielder  1947-1957 
Wore  No.  28  1947,  No.  10  thereafter

Then:  Billy  Goodman  was  a  versatile 
player  who  could  hit. 

The  native  of  Concord,  N.C.,  won  the 
1950  American  League  batting  champi¬ 
onship  with  an  average  of  .354,  the  high¬ 
est  mark  posted  by  any  Boston  player  in 
the  post-World  War  II  period  except  for 
Ted  Williams’  .369  in  1948  and  .388  in 
1957.  He  played  five  positions  in  1950— 
45  games  in  the  outfield,  27  at  third  base, 
21  at  first  base,  five  at  second  base  and 
one  at  shortstop. 

No  other  batting  king  has  played  so 
many  positions  in  his  title  year.  From 
1948  until  his  departure  for  Baltimore 
early  in  the  1957  season,  the  5-11,  165- 
pound  lefthanded  hitter,  who  sprayed 
the  ball  to  all  fields,  never  batted  below 
.293.  He  had  five  .300  seasons. 

Goodman’s  batting  average  for  the 
Red  Sox  was  .306  and  ranks  eighth  on 
the  club’s  all-time  list.  Entering  1982  he 
was  10th  in  games  with  1,177,  eighth  in 
at  bats  with  4,399  and  hits  with  1,344, 
seventh  in  doubles  with  248  and  ninth  in 
runs  with  688. 

Goodman,  who  was  with  the  Orioles, 
Chicago  White  Sox  and  Houston  Astros 
after  leaving  Boston,  played  16  years  in 
all.  He  compiled  a  .300  lifetime  batting 
average. 

Now:  Goodman,  now  56,  lives  in 
Sarasota,  Fla.,  where  the  ex-player  has  a 
variety  of  interests. 

“I’m  busy  doing  one  thing  or  another,’’ 
Goodman  says.  “I’ve  some  commercial 
property  that  I  lease  and  look  out  for.  My 
wife  has  a  shop  for  antiques  and  collec¬ 
tibles.  I  help  her  out,  hauling  furniture 
around  for  her.  And  I  farm,  raising  sweet 
onions.”

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Goodman  remained  in  baseball  after 
his  playing  career  ended  in  1962,  manag¬ 
ing  minor  league  teams  for  Houston.  He 
ended  his  association  with  the  profes¬ 
sional  part  of  the  game  in  1970  after 
serving  three  years  as  a  coach  with  the 
Atlanta  Braves. 

“I’m  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  a 
Babe  Ruth  League  in  Sarasota”  Good¬ 
man  says.  “That’s  my  only  connection 
with  baseball  nowadays.  If  the  kids  want 
any  help,  I’m  always  glad  to  provide  it.” 

Quotes:  What  was  your  biggest 
thrill  playing  for  the  Red  Sox? 

“The  biggest  thing  was  being  there.  I 
was  proud  to  be  a  member  of  the  Red 
Sox.” 

Were  you  a  Red  Sox  fan  growing  up? 
“No,  I  was  a  Yankee  fan.  Those  were 
the  days  of  Ruth  and  Gehrig  and  those 
other  great  players.  I  followed  them 
through  the  newspapers  and  radio. 
There  wasn’t  any  television  then.  If 
there  had  been,  I  might  have  been  a  fan 
of  some  other  team.” 

Have  you  any  other  special  memories 
of  your  days  with  the  Red  Sox?  “Yes, 
playing  for  Joe  McCarthy  (Boston’s 
manager  in  1948, 1949  and  part  of  1950). 
He  was  great  to  play  for.”

player  he  once  was  but  still  com¬ 
mands  the  utmost  respect  from 
rivals.  Oh,  every  once  in  a  while  some 
young  pitcher  —  or  for  that  matter 
even  a  veteran  —  will  try  to  sneak  the 
fastball  past  the  “old  man”  and  has  to 
watch  it  ripped  somewhere. 

Yastrzemski  is  playing  ball  at  an 
age  he  should  be  enjoying  his  second 
love  —  fishing.  There  are  those  who 
feel  he’ll  tarnish  his  great  image  by 
playing  past  his  time,  such  as  Willie 
Mays  and  Hank  Aaron  did. 

“When  I  can’t  hit  any  more  I’ll  pick 
up  my  bat  and  glove  and  go  home,”  is 
Yastrzemski’s  response  to  that.  “I 
know  I  can’t  hit  as  I  used  to,  but  I  feel 
I  can  still  hit  well  enough  to  play  in 
the  major  leagues.” 

During  the  strike-shortened 
season  of  1981,  Yastrzemski  missed 
getting  100  hits  for  the  first  time  in  his 
professional  career.  He  had  83  but 
easily  would  have  reached  1 00  if  a  full 
season  had  been  played. 

Showing  he  hadn’t  slowed  all  that 
much,  he  drove  in  16  of  22  runners x

The  terms  “headed  for  greatness” 
or  “has  a  can’t  miss  future”  are 
familiar  ones  used  by  the  media  in 
describing  an  athlete  who  has  shown 
tremendous  potential  in  college  or  a 
minor  league  sport. 

But,  how  many  measure  up  to  the 
advance  billing?  Many  do,  but  more 
often  there  is  failure  or  a  few  fleeting 
moments  of  glory  followed  by  a 
general  decline  and,  finally, 
disappearance  from  the  scene. 

The  true  test  of  greatness  is  high 
performance  and  longevity.  Only  a 
select  group  has  achieved  it  and  Red 
Sox  fans  have  been  fortunate  to  have 
watched  one  of  the  truly  greats  of  the 
game  the  past  21  years. 

When  Carl  Michael  Yastrzemski 
was  signed  out  of  Notre  Dame  he  was 
brought  to  get  his  first  look  at 
Fenway  Park.  As  a  19-year-old  he 
toured  the  ballpark  and  observed,  “I 
can  hit  here.” 

He’s  playing  against  people  who 
weren’t  born  the  day  he  made  that 
statement  and  still  doing  what  he 
predicted  he  would  —  hit. 

At  age  42,  he’s  certainly  not  the

from  third  with  less  than  two  out, 
had  seven  home  runs,  each  of  which 
either  tied  a  game  or  put  the  Red  Sox 
ahead  and,  during  the  stretch  drive 
when  the  Red  Sox  made  their  run  at 
the  second  half  East  Division  title, 
batted  .300  in  August  and  knocked  in 
17  runs  in  September. 

One  of  the  greatest  compliments 
paid  to  Yastrzemski  last  season  came 
from  Detroit  Tiger  manager  Sparky 
Anderson,  after  his  team  had  lost 
four  straight  to  the  Red  Sox  in  mid- 
September  to  all  but  knock  them  out 
of  the  divisional  title. 

“If  I  had  someone  like  Y astrzemski 
or  Tony  Perez  on  my  club.  I’d  win  it,” 
he  said.  “Not  so  much  for  what  they 
can  do  on  the  field  but  just  having 
them  on  the  ballclub.  But,  I  don’t 
have  anyone  like  that.” 

Yes,  Yastrzemski  has  more  than 
survived  the  test  of  time.  Even  before 
he  played  his  first  major  league  game, 
he  was  under  a  microscope.  He  was 
replacing  another  Red  Sox  legend 
named  Ted  Williams  in  left  field. 

He  gave  indications  of  what  was  to 
come  on  opening  day  in  1961  in 
Fenway  Park  when  he  got  his  first  big 
league  hit  off  Ray  Herbert  and  later 
threw  a  runner  out  at  home  plate. 

From  there  he  went  on  to  become  a 
legend  in  his  own  time.  His  moments 
of  glory  and  achievements  would  fill 
more  pages  than  a  novel. 

Perhaps  his  finest  hour  came  on 
the  night  of  September  1 2, 1 979  when 
he  grounded  a  single  past  the  glove  of 
New  York  Yankee  second  baseman 
Willie  Randolph  to  become  the  15th 
player  in  major  league  history  to 
collect  3,000  hits.  It  also  made  him 
the  first  in  the  American  League  to 
have  3,000  hits  and  400  home  runs. 
The  latter  figure  was  achieved  two 
months  earlier  when  he  connected  off 
Oakland  A’s  righthander  Mike 
Morgan,  also  in  Fenway  Park. 

Entering  1982,  he  had  3,058  games 
under  his  belt  (the  second  most  in 
history)  and  1 1 , 149  at  bats  (fourth  on 
the  all-time  list). 

A  few  of  his  career  highlights 
include  Most  Valuable  Player  in 
1967;  Gold  Glove  winner  in  1963-65- 
67-68-69-71-77  (in  1977  his  fielding 
percentage  was  1.000);  American 
League  career  record  for  intentional 
walks  (161);  triple  crown  winner  in

1967  was  his  personal  best  as  far  as  sept  jq  i%y  Yaz  homers  in  the  Red  Sox  sweep  of  the  Twins  to  win  the  pennant 

all  around  performance  when  he  - 

almost  single  handedly  led  the  Red 
Sox  to  the  “Impossible  Dream” 
pennant.  He  batted  .326,  hit  44  home 
runs  and  knocked  in  121.  During  the 
final  two  games  of  the  season  against 
the  Minnesota  Twins  —  games  the 
Red  Sox  could  not  lose,  he  was  a 
staggering  seven  for  eight. 

Six  times  he’s  hit  over  .300, 
winning  the  batting  title  in  1963-67- 
68.  In  1970  he  lost  out  on  the  final 
day  to  Alex  Johnson  when  both 
ended  with  .329  marks,  but  Johnson 
won  by  three  percentage  points  when 
the  average  was  stretched  to  five 
figures. 

Yastrzemski  has  refused  to  look 
back  at  his  accomplishments  and 
does  not  like  to  dwell  on  them.  “I 
never  look  back,  always  ahead,”  is 
one  of  his  favorite  sayings. 

There’s  one  goal  which  has  eluded 
him  and  one  he  talks  about  —  a 
World  Series  championship.  Twice 
he’s  played  in  the  series  and  each 
went  to  the  deciding  seventh  game 
before  the  Red  Sox  lost.  In  1967  it 
was  to  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  and 
1975  to  the  Cincinnati  Reds,  in  one  of 
baseball’s  most  memorable  World 
Series. 

“That’s  another  reason  I  decided 
to  come  back,”  he  said.  “I  believe  in 
this  team  and  Ralph  Houk.  I 
honestly  feel  we  have  a  chance  and  I 
know  I  can  contribute.” 

Whether  the  team  wins  or  whether 
he  has  a  good  year,  Yastrzemski  long 
ago  stamped  himself  as  one  of  the  all- 
time  greats.  He  has  survived  the  test. 

He’s  defied  “Father  Time”  but  he 
can’t  hold  on  against  him  much 
longer.  When  Number  Eight  finally 
cleans  out  his  locker,  it  will  be  like 
losing  a  New  England  landmark.  But

Faced  with  having  to  cough  up  as 
much  as  $13  million  over  the  next  few 
years  to  satisfy  the  contract  demands  of 
Fred  Lynn,  Carlton  Fisk,  and  Rick 
Burleson,  the  club  let  all  three  of  them 
go.  Lynn,  Burleson,  and  Butch  Hobson 
were  traded  to  the  Angels.  Fisk  became 
a  free  agent  on  a  technicality  and  signed 
with  the  White  Sox.  George  Scott  and 
Bemie  Carbo  had  been  traded  a  couple 
of  years  earlier,  and  of  the  Big  Ten  who 
had  elated  and  deflated  Red  Sox  fans  for 
six  years,  only  Carl  Yastrzemski,  Jim 
Rice,  Dwight  Evans,  and  Jerry  Remy 


The  disillusioned  fans  were  skeptical 
at  first,  even  though  the  Red  Sox  got  off 
to  a  decent  start.  But  as  the  club  stayed 
in  the  thick  of  the  tight  races  during  both 
halves  of  the  split  season,  even  moving 
into  first  place  for  a  day  in  late  Septem¬ 
ber,  the  curiosity  of  the  fans  was 
aroused.  And  as  they  began  drifting 
back  to  Fenway  Park,  they  liked  what 
they  saw. 

And  why  not?  The  new  Red  Sox  were 
aggressive,  the  new  Red  Sox  were  excit¬ 
ing,  and,  most  importantly,  the  new  Red 
Sox  were  a  TEAM.  They  were  never 


Gedman  and  Bobby  Ojeda  make  major 
contributions.  And  they  saw  the  Red 
Sox  go  down  to  the  final  weekend  of  the 
season  before  being  eliminated  from 
playoff  contention. 

Okay,  they  didn’t  win  (so  what  else  is 
new?  sniff  the  hard-core  critics),  and 
maybe  they  haven’t  absolutely  con¬ 
vinced  the  fans  they  are  genuine  con¬ 
tenders  yet.  But  these  Red  Sox  did  leave 
them  with  some  warm  feelings  for  a 
change.  Pre-season  ticket  sales  were 
reportedly  at  their  highest  level  in  three 
years. 


RICH  GEDMAN 


remained  to  form  the  nucleus  for  the 
new  Red  Sox. 

Don  Zimmer  was  fired  after  4V2  con¬ 
troversial  years  as  manager.  The  organi¬ 
zation  announced  it  would  sign  no  more 
high-priced  free  agents  and  would  use 
that  money  instead  to  build  from  within. 

Still,  not  everyone  was  satisfied.  Far 
from  it.  Critics  lambasted  the  club  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter  of  1980-81  for  dumping 
Lynn,  Fisk,  and  Burleson.  Controversy 
raged.  The  ownership  was  labeled  a 
band  of  profiteering  cheapskates,  even 
though  the  Red  Sox  payroll  remains  the 
sixtb-highest  in  baseball. 

When  the  Red  Sox  assembled  in  Win¬ 
ter  Haven  last  spring  under  new  man¬ 
ager  Ralph  Houk.  whom  some  critics 
claimed  was  too  old  arid  too  far  out  of  it 
after  two  years  in  retirement,  doom- 
sayers  predicted  a  disastrous  year  for 
the  club  on  the  field  and  at  the  gate. 
Many  self-styled  experts  around  the 
country  picked  them  to  finish  just  ahead 
of  the  Toronto  Blue  Jays,  light  years 
behind  everyone  else  in  the  A.L.  East.

out  of  a  game,  and  they  kept  fans  glued 
to  their  seats  until  the  final  out  no  matter 
what  the  score.  In  32  of  their  59  victories 
the  Red  Sox  came  from  behind,  15  times 
in  the  seventh  inning  or  later.  Countless 
other  rallies  fell  just  short,  but  the  fans 
recognized  the  spirit  was  there. 

They  saw  Carney  Lansford  win  a  bat¬ 
ting  title,  Mike  Torrez  turn  his  career 
around  180  degrees,  Mark  Clear  intimi¬ 
date  hitters.  They  saw  Dwight  Evans 
blossom  at  long  last  into  one  of  the 
league’s  most  feared  hitters,  and  Jerry 
Remy  and  Rick  Miller  ignite  rallies  and 
keep  them  going.  They  saw  rookies  Rich 
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There  are  a  lot  of  positive  things  about 
the  Red  Sox,  who  have  always  boasted 
one  of  the  most  productive  farm  systems 
in  baseball.  There  were  eight  hitters  in 
camp  this  spring  who  had  won  major  or 
minor  league  batting  titles.  There  were 
two  young  pitchers,  Bobby  Ojeda  and 
Brian  Denman,  who  led  their  respective 
minor  leagues  in  earned  run  average  last 
summer.  Another,  Jerry  King,  led  his 
league  in  strikeouts.  Luis  Aponte  led  his 
league  in  relief  points  (wins  plus  saves), 
and  Dave  Schoppee  has  led  his  league  in 
saves  each  of  the  last  two  years.  Excel¬ 
lent  pitching  prospects  for  the  future 
include  Mike  Brown  and  A1  Nipper,  both 
of  whom  led  their  respective  leagues  in 
ERA  last  summer. 

Last  year  the  Red  Sox  made  the  tran¬ 
sition  from  a  group  of  superstars  to  a 
team  surprisingly  quickly  and  smoothly. 
The  Red  Sox  are  still  a  team  in  transi¬ 
tion;  but  when  it’s  finally  completed 
these  Red  Sox  just  may  live  up  to  the 
lofty  promises  their  predecessors  never 
did.

“What  Walter  taught  me  was  to  consistently  concentrate 
on  the  basics,  keeping  my  head  down  and  hitting  the  ball 
through  the  middle.  And  it  all  came  together.  Instead  of  strik¬ 
ing  out  the  way  I  had  in  California  (an  average  of  92  times  a 
year),  I  made  consistent  contact  (28  strikeouts  in  438  plate 
appearances)  and  let  everything  else  take  care  of  itself.” 

Lansford’s  consistency  was  so  great  that  he  was  under  .329 
only  one  month.  That  was  June,  when  he  had  to  DH  for  10 
games  because  of  back  and  shoulder  problems  relating  to  a 
congenital  IV2  inch  difference  in  length  between  his  right  and 
left  legs. 

Right  before  the  strike,  he  went  to  an  Anaheim  chiroprac¬ 
tor  who  recommended  special  lift  shoes  that  were  made  for 
him  by  the  Spot-Bilt  Company.  “I  haven’t  had  a  problem 
since,  either  in  the  second  half  or  all  winter  working  out,” 
says  Lansford. 

“That’s  one  reason  I  really  think  that  1982  will  be  better. 
Another  is  that  I’ve  had  another  year  with  Walter.  I  know  the 
park.  I’m  still  in  the  learning  stage.  But  now  I  know  what  I 
have  to  do  to  help  us  win.”

BOSTON  RED  SOX  AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION  POLICY 


The  Red  Sox  will  not  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment  because  of  race,  religion,  color,  sex,  age,  national  origin  or 
ancestry.  The  Red  Sox  will  take  affirmative  action  to  insure  that  such  individuals  are  treated  during  their  employment  without  regard  to  race,  religion, 
color,  sex,  age,  national  origin  or  ancestry.  Such  action  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following:  hiring,  upgrading,  demotion,  transfer,  recruit¬ 
ment,  layoff,  rates  of  pay,  all  other  forms  of  compensation,  and  selection  for  training.

10  medium  onions,  thinly  sliced 
2  T.  flour 
1 1.  salt 

pepper 

2qts.beef  broth  (MBT  beef 
bouillon  cubes  make  the  best 
broth) 

French  bread 
grated  Parmesan  cheese 
shredded  Gruyere  or 
Mozzarella  cheese
